{uch Puniſhments and Fynes for'theſame, as Our Exchequer ſhall Appoint. And further,the foreſaid A& Diſcharges all Regraiters and Fore- 
{tallers .of Mercats of Wool, and that no Merchant or other perſon whatſomever, buy and keep up Wool unto Dearth, but that they bring 
theſameto be iold in open Mercats, under the Pains contained in the Ads of Pailiament, made againſt Regraiters and Foreſtallers. Likeas, 
by the 1214 Ad of the Parliament 1681, Entituled A CT fer encouraging Trade and Manufaories, all Merchants and other perſons, what- 
ſomever, are ſtrictly Prohibited and Diicharged to Import into this Kingdom, any Forraign Cloaths and Stuffs made of Woo!, / no ways 
Comprehending Flannel, Arras-Hangings, and Forraign Carpets) As alſo Forraign Woolen-Stockens; with Certification, that all ſuch 
Forraign Cloaths, 'Stutffs and Woolen-Stokens, as ſhall be Imperted contrary to the ſaid Act, ſhall be Burnt and Deſtroyed z and the Im- 
porters and Reſetters thereof, Fyned in the Value of the (aids Goods. and the Tackſmen and ColleQors of the Cuſtoms, Surveyors, . Col- 
lectors, Waiters or their Servants, are thereby ſtritly Commanded eN.arch for, Seize upon, Apprehend, Burn -and Deſtroy any. of the | 

Aaids prohibired Woollen-Cloaths,Stuffs or Stockens thar ſhall be Imported contrary to this At; with Certification to them, it they failzie and * 
{after the (aids prohibited Goods to be Imported, either by Tollerance-or Connivance, they ſhall notonly amit and loſe their Places, and for

And further, forthe mere effequal Obſervance of the 
Premiftes; We with Advice foreſaid, Do hereby grant the ſame Encouragement ts any Merchant, or other perſon who ſhall Inform againſt 

_ the Importers of the ſaids Goods hereby probibited to be Imported, that is granted by the faid A& of Parliament, 

to theſe perſons, who inform againſt: any of the faids Farmers; and. others Neglefters of their Duty in the + 
Premiſſes, viz. That they ſhall have their Fynes for their Reward. Our Will is herefore, and We Charge you ſtriftly, and Command, + 
That yncontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, yepaſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat-Crofles cf the Head Burghs of the - 
ſeveral Shires and Stewartries of this Kingdom, and make Publication hereof. And appoints his Majeſties Sollicitor to Tranſmit Copies here- 
of, and to take Care that the ſame be Publiſhed at the Mercat-Crofies of the ſeveral Sea-port Towns withinthis Kingdom, and at the Cuſtom- _
